The United States Supreme Court has been stirring 
up a storm these past weeks. First, it inferentially con- 
curred with the California Supreme Court in its Do- 
rado extension of the strictures on police procedures 
enunciated in the original Escobido case. Then it dif- 
fered with our state tribunal in retroactivity. 

While the state Legislature was battling over the 
“drunk driver’s” bill, which would bind drivers in- 
volved in accidents to a chemical sobriety test on the 
basis of “implied consent”, the U. S. Court came up 
with its own concurring decision that such tests do not 
violate any Constitutional rights of the individual. 

One final decision by the U.S. Supreme Court, how- 
ever, can cause little dissent among the general popu- 
lace — excepting always the civil rights activists. This 
was the ruling that civil rights prosecutions may be 
removed from state to federal courts only in limited 
circumstances. Speaking for the five-man majority, 
Justice Potter Stewart pointed out that “no federal 
law confers an absolute right on private citizens — on 
civil rights advocates, on Negroes, or on anybody else 
—to obstruct a public street, to contribute to the delin- 
quency of a minor, to drive an automobile without a 
license, or to bite a policeman.” Furthermore, Stewart 
said, no federal law confers immunity from state 
prosecution on such charges. In other words, the U.S. 
Supreme Court specifically upheld “the historic rela- 
tionships between the state and federal courts in the 
administration of criminal law.” 

Chief Justice Warren didn’t agree, but it is a rather 
safe bet that most citizens, disturbed by the Court’s 
permissive trend in the face of rising crime and of 
activist disregard for their private rights, will welcome 
‘this sensible reading of Constitutional law.

Transportation 
Industry Profits 
From Agriculture 


LOS ANGELES — California 
growers of fresh fruits and vege- 
tables generated almost a. quarter 
of a billion dollars worth of busi- 
ness for the transportation indus- 
tries in 1965, according to the Cal- 
jifornia Growers. 

They used nearly 300,000 car- 
lot equivalents of rail truck, ocean 
and air transportation to ship their 
products to U.S. and foreign mar- 
kets. Of that number, approximate- 
ly 178,051 carlots were shipped by 
rail, about 100,000 by truck and 
ship, and 1,305 by airplanes. 

Estimates on the cost of trans- 
portation were provided by West- 
ern Growers Association of Los 
Angeles. Les Cox, WGA transpor- 
tation expert, said it costs an aver- 
age of about $900 to ship a carload 
of fresh fruits or vegetables to 
markets east of Chicago, approxi- 
mately $700 to Chicago itself, and 
$500 per car to intermediate points.
